Susie  Schwier  won  the  D.A.R.  Citizen- 
ship Award  —  Dave  Hyde  was  elected  football 
captain  —  President  Truman  visited  our  fair 
city  —  We  picked  our  colleges  and  began  tak- 
ing scholarship  tests.  John  Adams  High  School 
was  paid  for  —  AAany  senior  girls  brought  back 


diamonds  on  their  third  fingers  from  the  Christmas  tree  —  Santa 
also  brought  two  new  teachers,  Mrs.  Arndt  and  Mrs.  Lee.  We 
finally  found  out  that  "Fearless"  was  none  other  than  Joan 
Partritz  —  She  sure  had  us  guessing  about  all  those  articles  she 
wrote  about  the  teachers  —  Then  it  was  sectional  time,  Hoosier 
Hysteria  really  took  hold  —  John  Adams  lost  in  her  first  game  to 
Washington-Clay,  but  we  put  up  a  good  fight  —  We  won  nine 
of  our  eighteen  basketball  games  which  isn't  too  bad.

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^OLD  Rush  '49'ers  got  all  the  exercise 
and  competition  they  wanted  in  their  trek  across  the  United  States.  Our 
Adams  football  team  of  1949  probably  worked  just  as  hard  althought 
they  didn't  cover  quite  as  much  territory. 

John  Adams,  never  a  football  powerhouse,  emerged  from  a 
rugged  nine  game  schedule  with  a  comparatively  good  season  during 
1948.  Coach  Crowe's  charges  won  three  games  and  dropped  six  in  the 
course  of  the  autumn  grid  hostilities. 

The  outstanding  achievement  was  a  very  satisfying  16-6  win  over 
the  Mishawaka  Caveman.  This  was  the  first  time  the  Eagles  had  ever 
downed  the  Rubber  City  lads  in  the  eight  year  gridiron  rivalry  between 
the  two  schools.  It  was  a  sweet  victory  for  the  Red  and  Blue  and  cer- 
tainly helped  to  soothe  the  impatient  Adams  fans. 

Prior  to  the  Mishawaka  conquest  the  Crowemen  had  spilled 
Goshen  26-20  in  a  last  minute  thriller  and  trampled  a  ponderous 
Plymouth  eleven  by  a   19-0  score. 

Adams  had  a  lightweight  forward  wall,  but  lack  of  bulk  didn't 
subtract  from  the  will  to  fight  of  the  seven  mules.  Injuries  and  illness 
took  their  toll  and  weakened  the  team's  scoring  punch  at  the  critical 
spots  which  lengthened  the  loss  column.  Inter-squad  dissension  marred 
the  scene,  but  the  Plymouth  and  Mishawaka  triumphs  were  no  doubt 
aided  by  the  reorganization  that  resulted. 

Washington  High  School  opened  the  schedule  and  capitalized  on 
two  blocked  kicks  which  enabled  them  to  win  an  otherwise  evenly 
matched  game.  The  Panthers  pushed  over  two  six  pointers  and  a  con- 
version to  defeat  the  luckless  Eagles  13-0. 

Central  placed  another  notch  in  the  loss  column  for  Adams  when 
Wayman  Redding  Inc.  soared  to  a  25-7  win.  Passing  Joe  Howell  led 
a  70  yard  drive  and  hit  Dick  Booth  for  the  only  counter  accredited  to 
the  east-siders.  Joe  Plott  booted  the  seventh  point. 
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Goshen  succumbed  to  a  last  minute  push  by  Adams  and  the 
South  Bend  squad  tasted  their  first  win  by  a  26-20  score.  Joe  Howell 
threw  four  touchdown  passes,  hitting  Jim  Nevins  for  the  opening  score 
and  flipped  passes  to  Dick  Booth  for  two  more  T.D.'s.  With  a  fourth 
down  and  two  minutes  remaining  Howell  found  Joe  Plott  and  executed 
the  winning  play. 

On  October  second,  Riley  High  and  their  fullback  Pete  Smith  re- 
tained possesion  of  the  Pigskin  Trophy  as  they  downed  the  Eagles 
25-12.  LeRoy  Barritt  and  Joe  Howell  divided  scoring  honors  in  the 
Adams  camp. 

South  Side  Fort  Wayne  scored  two  touchdowns  in  the  first  half 
then  hung  on  for  dear  life  as  the  Eagles  outplayed  and  outscored 
them  in  the  second  stanza.  The  single  T.D.  for  Adams  resulted  from  a 
Joe  Howell  to  Dave  Hyde  pass  to  the  2  yard  line.  LeRoy  Barritt  popped 
over  the  goal  line  for  the  touchdown  and  the  scoring  ended  at  13-7  as 
Joe  Howell  ran  over  for  the  extra  point. 

John  Adams  tried  a  new  combination  and  it  opened  the  victory 
strongbox  to  give  the  Eagles  a  much  desired  19-0  win  over  Plymouth. 
This  was  the  first  shut  out  for  the  Plymouth  Pilgrims  in  seven  years  on 
their  own  sod.  Sophomore  Jack  Troeger  snagged  a  pass  from  Joe 
Howell  on  the  Adams  ten  yard  stripe  and  tapped  the  first  blood.  A 
second  Howell  spiral  nestled  into  Bill  Weatherly's  hands  and  this 
chalked  up  another  tally.  Bill  Daugherty  ended  the  final  touchdown 
drive  by  barging  over  from  the  1    yard  line  to  make  it  19-0. 

Then  it  was  AAishawaka.  The  rampaging  Red  and  Blue  eleven  made 
it  two  in  a  row  as  they  bowled  over  the  Maroons.  This  was  an  Adams 
grid  machine  at  the  peak  of  its  efficiency.  John  Adams  received  the 
opening  kick  off  and  marched  73  yards  to  a  touchdown.  Joe  Howell 
grabbed  a  hand  off  from  Bill  Daugherty  and  circled  end  for  this  first 
marker,   it  wasn't  until  the  third   period  that  the  Eagles  were   able  to

score  again.  Two  points  were  racked  up. 
here  when  the  Cavemen  were  smeared 
behind  their  own  goal  and  the  resulting 
safety  gave  Adams  a  9-7  edge.  The  final 
quarter  revealed  another  sustained  South 
Bend  drive  and  Bill  Daugherty  cinched 
the  contest  as  he  dove  across  the  goal 
line. 

An  injury  ridden  Adams  squad  de- 
pended upon  the  airways  for  its  offen- 
sive, but  LaPorte  intercepted  two  passes 
and  made  the  evening  miserable  as  they 
downed  the  Eagles  20-0.  Rain  in  the  last 
quarter  added  to  the  woe  of  the  pass 
minded  Eagles  and  set  up  the  second 
slicer  interception  of  the  evening. 

The  season  closed  upon  the  descend- 
ing Eagles  with  another  fumble  and  in- 
terception  plague.   This   time    it  was  the
